Hardy an Architect 

Hardy was born In 3 S 10 and died a 
few days ago. He was buried yester- 
day in "Westminster Abbey. Beginning 
llfo as an architect, but finding this 
unsatisfactory he turned to writing 
verso and essay.i. Poroo of circiimatan- 
ces, ^houover, made him return to ar- 
chitecture. In 1SC2 he began his liter- 
ary career by writing nn essay on .ar- 
chitecture for which he won a medal. 
This .small success seems to have been 
alt that he needed, for three years 
later he occupied iiim?olf by writing 
:i great deal of verse and one or two 
stories. In lS7t' "Under the Greenwood 
Tree' appeared. Thus far, however, he 
h.ad nn popular success. In 1S74 thl.s 
came. "Far Prom the Madding Crowd" 
was published In Ihe Cornhlll Magn- 
r.ine and was a great .«ucccss. By many 
•t was allriublcil to George Bitot. 

Krom this time on his success was 
assiM'cd. His many works were ac- 
claimed by the public and he became 
one of tlic liler.iry HkIiIh of'tho world. 
Hardy .inH Sex 

In lh>! main Hardy's works are con- 
cerned with life nnd Nature. They nre 
pasHlonless, fntaltsllu nnd not very 
lolnriint to women. In his early works 
Hardy wan careful of the repulallons 
of his horoiipv', but a.'i lime went on 
n'oiUillilod on p.ige threel

THE RIGHT TO DIE 



WB have had in a recent publication, an Important discussion on the Klghi 
to tie Happy. There la another right which has. been discussed, as wc 
know by the fact that It Is denied by the scrlpturcs-tho Klght to Die. 
there such a right, or is there not? 

In medical circles there haa been a certain amount o£ agitiiiou from time 
to time as to whether, in the cause of mercy, patients suffering from an In- 
curable and painful m.^lady, should not be sent to a nutet and merciful end, 
and not made to linger on In misery, and have their suffering prolonged by 
artificial stimulaUon. 

There has ^ecn a f.-oj; 'lesl of -Jn'olopical dlscn.«9lon about this right, 
whioh at one time in BusFin and in IreLind wa5 resorted to .lust as the boy- 
cott is nowadays in China and in India. Hl.«iory tells of times when, in Hus- 
sia, the peasants dug great pits and buried the women and children allvo in 
them, and after covering these, they interred them&elvee. 

They also built great bonfires of humans who wished to die for a ciuse. 
They cxerciFed their right to die in the Interest ot political reforms which 
they were, at the xiir.e. unable to enact in any other way. Another form of 
this was the hunger-strike resorted to in Ireland and the United States re- 
.^ently. 

i.ît was not the political and the^Mog!f.^l treatmrnts of ihi.s subject, how- 
-ver, that stimulated this attention; but tho delay oter iho death ot it self- 
•onfcfsed slayer, whose punishment, under the existing code is death by the 
lectric chair or hfir.ging by the neck. 

If the r.ewspaper story of the confes.'îon that AVllliam Edward Hickman 
iiade before a representative of the 5tate Is irtii;; then Hickmnn is in line 
for a long journey. This :s no place for quibbling over whether he should 
have dragged in his accomplices or kept his mouth shut. There is one thing, 
and we do not think that it is being sentimental to say so, he should have 
died 'and speedily: and much of the deplorable puliclty given to this scandal j»"'' oçc.i.siuiipi 
would have then been avoided. '"f '--^ 

It was clear to anyone who read the account of his confession, that 
Hickman had seen that he had nia4c a mes» of his yonn^- life .-ind wihlicO to 
make the best end a man can make when to placed. But. bear in mind, this 
discussion of the right to die in no way tends to enhance suicide or encour- 
age it; nor even does it say that suicide should be allowed where avertiblo. 

This defence of the right to die is rather a defence of the right to pay 
:i debt ta society: to die speedily on the face of one's own confession of 
murder in the first degree.

issu* of the Cally. contained an Indirect compliment to the professors 
of this univeraKy. In it he said that most German lectures were absolutely 
rotten. 

'He had evidently been tiained, (in McGill) to expect a high standard of 
lecturlnf technique. "Whatever their material might be In comparison to 
that offered hy the German profcssore, their method of delivery was far 
better. 

The few whet do not read thtir Itcturee are extremely good, thinks Mr. 
Latham. Bo one definition of a rotten lecttxre might be "A lecture that 
i« read.'* 

We «hall have to modify this, however, or put a large percentage of Mc- 
Clll lecturers down as "rotten", and this would bo unfair, because we know 
many professors who read their lectures, but who make them very 'inter- 
esting nevertheless. 

But professors who do this uiiii.-Jly I'Jt ospreseion into tii<iir reading. 
We can imagine the Ccman Itclurer's voi'.'.— ;t i-Uopy monotone, with a few 
sustained "hrrrrchs," here and there, which might sound like a consumptive 
invalid clearlnK hie throat, and exemplified in the similar sound made by true 
Scots when they siny about the "braw brioht raoonllcht nlchl," 

We might amend our definition now and say that "a. rotten lecture is 
one that i!< dellverfj monotonoutly." 

But (hat doesn't exclude the JfeOlurer who ait.:'» what he says in a truly 
brave style, but says very Utile worth saying. And collège students aro like 
the generaJ public in that they appreciate really good material providing the 
relater does not violate the rule contained In our amended definition,

The fbh ng industry of tho -Mari- 
time Proviiicca has been peculiarly un- 
fortuncjvio in recent years and part c- 
tiiarly in 1!'27. Not only were the cat- 
ches sniai!, but severe storms wroijght 
serous i"se5 to the fleet and to ships' 
gtvar and tackle. Catches in Norw.ay 
and NowfotindianJ have been heavy 
and the price of fish h.os l>ocn de- 
pressed. Kishormcn are now turning 
to oiher I'nes lh.an cod and haddock. 
During tho past year, many vw.sols 
have been fitted for svvord-ti.shlng and 
the results have been h'ghly aat'sfac- 
tory.. Good catches have been reported 
and a ready market has been fotmd iit 
the United States, 

Unfortunate weather cond't^otis havo 
had heir effect on agriculture during 
the pas: year, Tho at.^plo potato crop 
which has been increasing in recent 
years, suffered from rot, and in spite 
of increased acreage, there was a sub- 
stant'al decrease In yield.
